GEORGE ARLISS FINED 
$18,000 IN ENGLAND 


Actor Admits Failure to Reg- 
ister $52,000 of American 
Securities, 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
George Arliss, English stage and 
screen star, was fined £4500 (about 
$18,000) today after pleading guilty 
“subject to mitigating circum- 
stances” to a charge of neglecting 
to register United States and Ca- 
nadian securities with the Bank of 


England, 


guineas (about $42) costs. ae 

Arliss was charged with failit 
to register securities valued at 
£13,160 (about $52,000), and the 
crown prosecutor, F. D. Barry, had 
declared the actor was liable to 
a fine of £39,480 (about $158,000). 

Arliss testified: that he believed 
he had observed all regulations re- 
garding his money and securities. 
Asked whether he understood the 
regulations, he replied, “I’m afraid 
I don’t.” 

He told the court that he had 
left most of his financial affairs 
in the hands of a New York agent 
because “I had what I call my 
own business to attend to.” 

“I am not very intelligent over 
this matter now,” he said. “I was 
less intelligent then.” 

The Lord Mayor, before whom 
the case was heard, observed that 
the actor’s letters “are the letters 
of a very intelligent finance man.” 

When the case was called, Arliss, 
who has been acting on stage and 
screen for 55 years, playing Dis- 
raeli, Cardinal Richelieu and other 
famous characters, advanced from 
the rear of the courtroom and 
stood in front of a bench occupied 
by counsel, 

The Lord Mayor directed that he 
be given a chair, and the 73-year- 
old Arliss, unlike other defendants, 
sat. throughout the proceedings. 
Defense counsel told the court: 
“Mr. Arliss*and his wife have 
surrendered in dollars or tendered 
securities for registration some- 
thing between £80,000 and £100,000 
(between $320,000 and $400,000). 
The honor of Mr. Arliss is at stake 
and I intend to fight every inch of 
the case.” 

The actor, he declared, “indig- 
nantly repudiates” the charges, but 
under the regulations “has to plead 
guilty” even though “there is no 
ingredient in this offense of intent 
to evade.”

Supplementary Black List. 

In addiiton the economic de- 
fense organization issued a sup- 
plementary blacklist containing the 
names of 300 persons and firms in 
the other American republics. No 
more shipments of American goods 
to them will be permitted. 

The 300 names have been added 
to the original “proclaimed list of 
certain blocked’ nationals” which 
contained more than 1800 individ- 
uals and firms in Latin-American 
countries. The names of 65 firms 
on the original list were deleted 
yesterday because “satisfactory 
corrective action” had been taken. 

In announcement of the original 
list, it was stated it was comprised 
of persons or firms “deemed to be 
acting for the benefit of Germany 
or Italy or nationals of those 
countries and persons to whom 
the exportation directly or indirect- 
ly, of various articles or materials 
is deemed detrimental to the in- 
terest of national defense.” 

On the basis of a continuing 
study of economic affairs in the 
other American republics, the new 
list includes firms charged with 

“acting as ‘cloaks’ for effecting 
transactions with firms already 
On the proclaimed list.” 

Many of the firms already on 
the list have suffered severely, it 
Was said, even to the extent of be- 
ing forced to close, for they were 
dependent on supplies from the 
United States. 

Airlines on New List. 

On the latest list are Air France, 
the French trans-Atlantic airline, 
and Lati, the Italian overseas air 
service, which have provided two 
of the few remaining aerial links 
between South America and Axis 
countries. Curtailment of their 
fuel or other needed supplies as a 
result of the American action 
might force abandonment of their 
service. 

The newspaper El Pampero in 
Buenos Aires, also named, has 
been charged with pro-Nazi activi- 
ties in stirring up Latin-American 
feeling in Argentina.

GIANT NAZI SEARCHLIGHT

So Strong It Lights Up British

$94.90 maximum in the North.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. — As- 
sistant Attorney General Thurman 
Arnold took the trouble yesterday 
to hold a special press conference 
and issue a five-page mimeo- 
graphed release to establish that 
he had not differed with Attor- 
ney General Francis Biddle over 
settlement of the controversial 
anti-trust case against Sterling 
Products, Inc., the big drug firm 
with important German connec- 
tions that were severed by the re- 
cent anti-trust decree. 

This was the case which re- 
ceived wide publicity through the 
activities of Thomas G. Corcoran, 
who represented Sterling Prod- 
ucts. In the course of a series 
of articles on the settlement, the 
Scripps-Howard newspapers re- 
ported that Corcoran had persuad- 
ed Arnold to make a late evening 
visit to Biddle, then on vacation 
at a Virginia retreat, to get his 
signature to a document approv- 
ing the dismissal of charges 
against Sterling. 

Arnold at his press conference 
admitted such a trip with Corco- 
ran—“T the Cork” to the 
President—but said it was no 
more than he would have done 
for any lawyer. He denied that 


services before Government de- 
partments have been the subject 
of wide speculation, had received 
any favors from the Department 
of Justice. ‘ 
to Arnold. 

Apparently it was Biddle who 
compelled Arnold to make this 
“explanation.” It put Arnold in 
the embarrassing position of hav- 
ing to repudiate facts that had 
“leaked out” to newspaper men at 
the Department of Justice. 
Reporters at the conference 
questioned Arnold as to the dif- 
fering lengths of time required to 
dispose of the complicated Sterling 
Products case and of similar anti- 
trust cases. The Sterling Prod- 
ucts case, according to Arnold, 
was initiated last April and wound 
up two and a half weeks ago with 
a pléa of nolo contendere (no con- 
test) by the defendant companies 
and their officers, who were then 
fined a total of $26,000. 

In contrast, the anti-trust case 
of Bausch & Lomb Co., makers of 
instruments required by the armed 
forces, took nearly a year and a 
half to complete. Arnold explained 
this by saying that Sterling Prod- 
ucts co-operated while Bausch & 
Lomb resisted the efforts of anti- 
trust agents to examine their 
files. 

Arnold even went so far as to 
say that he had approved the 
statement which Biddle gave out, 
as one of his first official acts as 
Attorney General, announcing set- 
tlement of the case. That state- 
ment contained a generous pat on 
the back for Sterling Products and 
its allied companies. Of one of 
these companies “Tommy the 
Cork’s” brother David is an offi- 
cer. Arnold’s name, although he is 
head of the anti-trust division, did 


lnot appear in the statement an- 


nouncing the settlement.

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Gen. Johnson — 


Price Control a Gold 
Brick Unless It 
Covers Every- 
thing. 


By GEN, HUGH 8. JOHNSON 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 
HE country is going to be sold 
T: gold brick thinly coated with 
banana oil, if Congress passes 
a price contro] bill that attempts 
to put no kind of ceiling over 
‘wages and rents and restricts ceil- 
ings over farm prices/to 110 per 
cent of “parity.” Indeed it is go- 
ing to be sold a gold brick if the 
bill doesn’t put a ceiling over all 
prices. ' 

Wages and food are thé principal 
elements of the cost of all things. 
Rising prices follow rising costs 
as night follows day. It should be 
apparent to a high school sopho- 
more that you cannot stop price 
advances, especially in the cost of 
living if you do not control the 
rise in ‘the elements of cost. 

The country understands the 
reasons for it and demands legis- 
lative action to prevent runaway 
prices. The opposition to stopping 
runaways in all prices centers on 


an assertion that it “is too diffi-) 


cult to administer.” Yet the advo- 
cates of the bill want power to 
administer piecemeal practically all 
prices except rents, wages and food. 
They want to do that separately 
in each field if, and only if, they 
decide to do it. 

Piecemeal Price-Fixing 


There will be many more cases 
to administer, and it will affect 
130,000,000 people just as directly on 
the piecemeal plan as on the over- 
all ceiling plan, and, as to diffi- 
culty of administration, the two 
cases simply do not compare. On 
the overall method you establish 
one general rule for all prices—the 
level as of a certain date every- 
where. Both buyers and sellers 
know what that was. There can’t 
be much dispute about facts. Then 
you have to deal only with the ex- 
ception, where changed conditions 
or changed policies have created 
a special necessity to change a par- 
ticular price upward or downward. 

But, under piecemeal price fix- 
ing of each price group severally, 
you have to deal with millions of 
separate cases. While you are 
dealing with each regulated 
group, the unregulated groups 
continue their advance and all are 
elements of cost (and price) of 
the regulated groups. It is a ridic- 
ulous impossibility. You myst ad- 
just again, continuously upward. 
It is like a great lion opposing a 
swarm of locusts. He roars at 
them, catches a few in his mouth, 
bats down a few with his paw, 
but 10 times as many stick in his 
mane'and a million times as many 
soar over his helpless head. It is 
like trying to poke smoke down a 
rathole with a bradawl, or to pick 
fleas off a dog when you have 
boxing gloves on. ' 
Farm Parity. , 

Farm parity is not an inflexible 
price, It goes up in direct ratio 
with prices the farmer has to pay. 
The principle of tying wage in- 
creases to increases in the cost of 
living is exactly the same sort of 
thing. If farmers and workers are 
assured of this they have no right 
to insist on more—certainly not to 
an absolute freedom to them alone 
to increase prices. The case will! 
simply not bear argument and 
that for over-all price control is 
devastating. 

Devastating, yes all but for one 
thing. The mid-term congressional 
elections are approaching. Mr. 
Henderson, as a very unconvincing 
advocate of piecemeal price-fix- 
ing, has intimated in his testimony 
that he is taking orders from 
higher-up. Some members of the 
House Banking and Currency 
Committee have made it equally 
clear in their hearings that their 
judgments are swayed by similar 
considerations. 

This weak-kneed complacency 
may go down in history as the 
“crime of 1941.” If inflation, mean- 
ing unconscionably high costs of 
living, is not controlled now, 
which is just about the last 
chance, no future generations are 
going to arise to call these gentle- 
men blessed. 

We are told continuously on the 
one hand that this isn’t a political 
war. News dispatches must con- 
vince us, on the other, that that is 
exactly what it is. It is a hell of a 
note. 


WARNS AGAINST SPECULATIVE 
BOOM IN AGRICULTURAL LAND 


Farm Credit Official Says Stage 
Is All Set for Such 
Development. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP).— 
Warning that the stage is set for 
@ speculative land boom, Gov. A. 
G. Black of the Federal Farm 
Credit Administration appealed to- 
day to public and private lending 
agencies for co-operation to avert 
such a development. 

“Neither agriculture nor the lend- 
ers to agriculture can afford an- 
other period of overlending and 
speculation, with the accompany- 
ing economic maladjustments, 
which followed the last war,” the 
official told a conference 6f mort- 
gage, insurance and farm officials. 

The session is said to represent 
agencies which hold 75 per cent of 
the loans to agriculture.

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 |Lamps Are ‘Furniture’ Under Credit 
Rules, but Clothes Hampers Are Not 


Board Applies Installment Curbs to Kitchen 
Sets, but Excludes Wall Clocks—Flexi- 
ble Regulations on Some Devices. ~ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP). — 
A bridge lamp is furniture, but a 
clothes hamper is not. 

This is typical of the advice 
pouring out of the Federal Reserve 
Board in interpreting the install- 
ment credit regulations which be- 
gan the first of this month. The 
regulations apply to furniture pur- 
chases. : 

One official said there still were 
a lot of questions to be answered, 
though he and his staff worked 
nights for four weeks. | 

The rules set minimum down 
payments up to one-third of the 
cost of an article on 24 different 
types of merchandise and fixed a 
maximum of 18 months for paying 
the balance. , 

The board started out by exclud- 
ing floor coverings and draperies 
from the definition of “furniture.” 

Since then the experts have 
ruled that lamps, mirrors, unpaint- 
ed furniture, stools, kitchen and 
breakfast room sets, porch tables, 
chairs, swings and kitchen cabinets 
are “furniture.” 

But chinaware; cooking utensils, 
ordinary electric fans, wall clocks 
and non-electric carpet sweepers 
are not furniture. 

Then, there’s the problem of one 
of the new gadgets that is part 
radio and:part bed or other furni- 
ture. The required down payment 
on radios is 20 per cent, but only 
10 per cent on furniture. The 
board decided that whatever part 


of the gadget cost most determined 
the classification. Thus a $100 bed 
with a built-in $15 radio is still a 

For the customer the problem 
is simple. All he has to do is go 
to a store and buy on whatever 
terms the store is willing to offer. 
In most cases, officials said, these 
terms are no different than they 
have been. Cash or single-pay- 
ment charge account transactions 
are not regulated. The rules cover 
only installment sales. ‘ 

Store owners are supposed to be 
getting advice from local commer- 
cial organizations and the Federal 
Reserve banks. 

Except in the case of furniture, 
the restricted items are pretty well 
identified. Such things as auto- 
mobiles, vacuum cleaners, refrig- 
erators and pianos are mentioned 
by name. In each case, a minimum 
down payment is given. At pres- 
ent, the time limit on payments 
is 18 months for all these items, | 

Another question has arisen con- 
cerning articles placed in custom- 
ers’ homes on trial. Does the 18- 
month payment limit start at once 
or after the trial?. The answer is 
that, as long as the customer pays 
nothing or promises nothing and 
has the right to return the goods, 
the trial time does not count. 

The Federal Reserve Board re- 
serves the right to change the 
rules at any time, but must give 
public notice of alterations.

BAR GROUP QUESTIONS 
CITY LOBBYIST JOSEPH 


Inquiry Into Lawyers’ Part in 
Any Legislative Irregular- 
ities Indicated. 


An investigation by the St. Louis 
Bar Committee to determine the 
part lawyers may have played in 
the charges by Charles M, Hay of

Joseph was assailed by Hay in 
his dramatic speech at the steps 
of the State Capitol last July 2.

Hay added 
that Joseph asked, “Will there be 
any money for the boys?” 

Denies Assertion. 

Joseph, a member of the audi- 
ence, jumped to his feet and called 
Hay a liar. Later he issued a 
statement denying Hay’s assertions 
about him, He said Hay employed 
him as a consultant on the bill 
and that their relation as client 
and lawyer ended when they dis- 
agreed over Joseph’s recommen- 
dation that the bill be amended 
to provide for its submission to 
the voters of St. Louis. 

After the end of the recent leg- 
islative session Joseph was not 
re-hired by the new Republican 
city administration. Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker pointed out that 
Joseph’s agreement with the city, 
for $3000 and expenses, was to 
serve only during the 1941 session.

each other.” 

Japan regards the pact as the 
foundation for creation of a new 
world order, Ito said, wherein Ja- 
pan is to take the leading role for 
East Asia. 

Subdued Observance. 

The anniversary observance was 
subdued, with only official func- 
tions scheduled and some pro-Fas- 
cist leaders silenced by Govern- 
ment order, 

In the year since the Axis 
alignment was announced, Japan 
has gone through another costly 
period of ‘war with China and has 
seen its world trade, with 6,000,000 
tons of shipping on the seas, virtu- 
ally vanish through freezing of 
¢redits and the spread of the war. 

Ito stressed peace aims of the 
Axis. 

“The real meaning of the spirit 
of the three-Power pact is clear,” 
he said, “from the imperial rescript 
(a pronouncement by the Emperor) 
granted on the day of its conclu- 
sion and from the message of Ko- 
noye. 

“In the rescript it is stated “We 
fervently hope that’ cessation of 
disturbances and restoration of 
peace will be realized as swiftly 
as possible.’ ” 

Not Like Former Pacts, He Says. 

Ito said the pact was “not like 
military alliances of the past,” 
which were made for advantages 
in the prosecution of war. ~ 

The English-language publication 
Japan News Week, replying to 
criticism by the newspaper Chugai 
Shogyo, prepared an editorial for 
publication tomorrow stating that 
it is just for the United States to 
attempt to destroy Nazism, while it 
is unjust for Germany to attempt 
to destroy democracy because 
Nazism would impose its will on 
other nations, whereas democracy 
seeks only to allow each nation to 
choose its own form of govern- 
ment,

Emergency Food Order. 

The Japanese Cabinet adopted 
an emergency foodstuff program 
today aimed at increasing produc- 
tion and cutting down consump- 
tion, 

Coupled with a rise in rice im- 
ports, this would result in enlarg- 
ing food reserves against the fu- 
ture. 

Besides Japan’s two crops of 
rice ennually, the Government 
hopes to increase planting of 
wheat, barley and potatoes by 
utilizing land now idle, 

‘Measures .to reduce consumption 
include mixing starch from pota- 
toes and sweet potatoes with flour 
and use of substitutes for rice and 
barley in making sake and soya 
sauce. 

The Ministry of Agriculture an- 
nounced curtailment of the reeling 
of raw-silk cocoons for the 1941 
fiscal year. 

Production was ordered reduced 
to 450,000 bales from 550,000 bales, 
in view of the effects on the silk 
industry of the United States’ 
freezing order.

BERLIN, Sept. 26 (AP).—Diplo- 
mats of Germany, Italy and Japan 
started today their observance of 
the first anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the tripartite pact which 
lined up Japan with the Rome- 
Berlin axis.

Bullet Moved Sleeve of Cas- 
sock in Attempted Execution 
in China, He Says. 


NEW YORK, Sept 26 (AP).—A 
Japanese soldier forced the Rev. 
John T. H. Joyce, 31 years old, 
Catholic missionary on Sancian 
Island, South China, to, walk 10 
paces and about face, then pulled 


the trigger of his rifle. The bullet 
moved a sleeve of the priest’s 
cassock and imbedded itself in a 
wall. 

“I wasn’t conscious at the time 

of being particularly upset,” Fa- 
ther Joyce wrote the Maryknoll 
Fathers in a letter they released 
today, “but I was quite mortified 
afterward to reéall that ag a pray- 
er for preparation for a possible 
‘death I had recited to myself the 
grace before meals instead of the 
act of contrition.” 
- The episode resulted from Fa- 
ther Joyce’s attempts to explain 
to the soldier why a Chinese farm- 
er had a rifle in his home. 

It brought an apology from the 
naval officer in charge of the Jap- 
enese landing party which visited 
the island, Father~Joyce wrote. 
Going to the mission where a 
small shrine church marks the spot 
where St. Francis Xavier died, the 
naval officer wrote on a pad in 
Chinese: 

“T had no way of preventing this 
underling from shooting the gun. 
Sorry!”

lem. Phillip J. Watson Jr.,. presi- 
dent of the Terminal, previously 
had said the association approved 
the plan in general but could not 
speak for member railroads in 
regard to the re-routing. 

After Max H. Doyne, Director of 
Public Utilities, had spent an hour 
outlining the plan, both Doyne and 
Becker asked the railroad men 
for any comments or questions. 

There was no response and sev- 
eral railroad representatives were 
reaching for their hats when Dan 
McGlynn, corporation counsel for 
East St. Louis, made a challeng- 
ing statement about the Terminal’s 
attitude which drew the only ex- 
pression of opinion offered at the 
conference, 


McGlynn’s Challenge. 


“In 1930,” McGlynn said, “the 
Terminal applied to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for permis- 
sion to use the Municipal Bridge 
for trains entering St. Louis. 


“East St. Louis vacated streets 
and gave trackage rights for the 
Terminal, and the Terminal agreed 
to build a passenger station some- 
where near Broadway and Main 
street in East St. Louis. 

“We've béen patiently waiting, 
but the station has not been built. 
I'd like to hear some response to 
this suggestion for using the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge. I'd like to hear 
from Watson.” 

Watson said he had nothing to 
add to the opinions he had ex- 
pressed in a letter to Mayor 
Becker last July. 

C. S. Millard, vice-president and 
general manager of the New York 
Central System, then offered the 
only opinion expressed by any of 
the railroad representatives. 

“We're in full 
accord with the general views of 
this plan,” Millard said, “Some way 
of removing the elevated tracks 
eventually will have to be found. 

“Speaking for the New York 
Central and three other roads, I 
can say we're willing to reroute 
our trains if the new route is as 
good as the one we now use. Un- 
der the proposed plan, however, the 
trains would operate over part of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad's tracks. 
Who will pay the annual charges 
to the ‘Pennsylvania for the use of 
‘these tracks?” 


Question Not Answered. 


His question was not answered, 
and the meeting ended after 
Mayor Becker told railroad repre- 
sentatives he expected them to 
study the proposal and give him 
their replies within @ reasonable 
time. 

Earlier in the metiion, however, 
Doyne had said that the railroads 
would not have to pay the Ter- 
minal for that part of its tracks 
not used. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, he said, would fix the 
charges to be made by the Penn- 
sylvania for use of part of its 
tracks, 

Moreover, he added, when some 
of the railroads started using the 
Municipal Bridge in 1939, the Ter- 
minal adjusted its charges for use 
of approaches so that the total 
paid was no more than the totai 
charged for use of the Terminal 
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tracks over Eads Bridge and the 
tunnel to Union Station. 
Under the city’s plan, trains from 
the east would proceed from the 
yards in Madison and Venice over 
the Outer Belt tracks of the Termi- 
nal east of East St. Louis, thence 
over the Pennsylvania tracks to 
the East St. Louis relay station, 
and onto the north approach to 
the "Municipal Bridge. 
A 1200-foot -connection between 
the Terminal and Pennsylvania 
tracks would have to be construct- 
ed, Doyne explained. 

Longer but Faster Route. 
The route would be 0.8 of a mile 
longer, he said, but would be faster 
because it is less congested and 
has fewer grade crossings than the 
present route over the Merchants’ 
Bridge and the elevated tracks. 
Replying to criticisms raised by 
Watson in his letter to Mayor 
Becker last July, Doyne said the 
grade crossings on the proposed 
route would not be in populous 
areas. He cited a report made to 
the Terminal Railroad by a com- 
mittee of engineers in 1922, in 
which the present route was de- 
scribed as “hazardous and undesir- 
able.” 
Terminal is now using the ele- 
vated tracks under a 30-day permit 
from St. Louis, Doyne pointed out. 
Attorneys for the Terminal asso- 
ciation previously have said, how- 
ever, that Terminal could appeal 
to the I. C. C. if the city revoked 
the permit. 


5 ITALIANS DENIED RETRIAL 
ON SHIP SABOTAGE CHARGES 


to Men On Foreign Vessels 
in American Ports. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26 (AP). 
—Five officers of the Italian liner 
Belvedere, who were convicted of 
sabotaging their vessel under the 
Espionage Act of 1917, were denied 
a new trial yesterday by Judge 
Herbert F. Goodrich of the Third 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Judge Goodrich held that the 
Espionage Act could be applied to 
officers and crews of foreign ves- 
sels in American ports for “tam- 
pering or damaging” their ships, 
and that it is not necessary for for- 
eign vessels to be in the course of 
foreign commerce at the time the 
damage is done. 

No date was set for sentencing. 
The officers are Capt. Romano 
Tomicich; Vittorio Battistella, chief 
engineer; Romiro Fonda, first en- 
gineer; Luigi Cernobich, third en- 
gineer, and Antonio Godel, chief 
electrician. All are now in Berks 
County jail at Reading, Pa.

All Property Destroyed. 


In most of the recaptured areas 
only a small proportion of the 
peasant population has been able to 
return to the collective farms, and 
those persons who do are obliged 
to start from scratch, for nearly 
everything they owned is gone — 
their homes, their tractors, their 
livestock, their stored grain. Noth- 
ing is left them but the land and a 
few unharvested crops. 

The war has caused a terrible 
dislocation in those regions. The 
Germans in withdrawal often drive 
the civilian population to their 
rear, with the result that families 
are frequently divided between two 
sides of the battle line. 

In one village we found a Ger- 
man preclamation ordering all civil- 
ians to withdraw deeper to the rear 
by a fixed time or be killed. 

In districts not yet fought over 
we found the life of the country 
folk proceeding quite normally 
right up almost to the front line. 

It was not unusual] to find men, 
women and children working in 
the: fields well within range of 
German guns and being very cheer- 
ful about it. 

Relations between Red army sol- 
diery and the people seemed good. 
In some stricken districts soldiers 
were lending a hand with the au- 
tumn plowing and sowing and help- 
ing dig the big potato crop, which 
will be the mainstay of many fam- 
ilies against winter starvation. 

Tonight we are billeted in a Red 
Cross receiving station some miles 
back, after plowing through mud 
in the dark and being repeatedly 
stuck. Heavy rain is hammering 
our tent, but we are comfortable 
with nurses and doctors supplying 


our every need.

CASSIDY of Omaha, in the Sunday 

e letter column, wonders why Mis- 
souri has trouble meeting old-age pen- 
sions and says that Nebraska has very 
s financial difficulties. I spent one 
year there, and I can’t possibly see how 
Nebraska could have many difficulties, 
for it has nothing to show for the black 
figures on its balance sheet. 

While Missouri has a sales tax, the 
Nebraska tax burden is just as heavy, 
only in a different form. There is a 
personal tax of $3 per male or female. 
Nebraska boasts no State income tax. 
but there is a tax of 25 cents per hun- 
dred on bank accounts. There is no 
exemption on the gasoline tax for farm 
use, as there is in Missouri. -If you are 
a gas station owner, there is an inspec- 
tion fee of $1.50 and up. 

The lack of passable roads is terrible 
during the winter months. Many farm- 
ers are unable to get their cars from 
home from November to April. Any 
time during the year they are caught 
away from home during a shower, it is 
necessary to abandon their cars at the 
State highway and thumb a wagon. 

The usual school teacher’s salary is 
from one-half to two-thirds of that paid 
in Missouri. Many days the only way 
to get to schoo! is to wade through knee- 
deep mud. When the natives are asked 
about school busses, in most parts of the 
State, they will say, “School bus, whaz- 
gat?” 

I would like for the gentleman from 
Omaha to take a drive through the 
Ozarks, up along the old Mississippi and 
then through St. Louis, and visit the 
many parks and other places of interest. 
However, he will have to do so early this 
fall or he will have to be towed by old 
Dobbin from his home to the State line,

An Answer to “Why?” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NDER the heading, “A Different In- 
terpretation,” there appeared a letter 
in this column quoting part of Washing- 
ton’s farewell address in order to justify 
a non-interventionist attitude toward the 
present war. Emphasis was placed upon 
Washington's query, “Why entangle our 
peace and prosperity in the toils of Eu- 
ropean ambition, rivalship .. .?” 

We cannot assume that a particular 
attitude of “some of the Founding Fa- 
thers toward the world as it then ex- 
isted necessarily indicates they would 
not adopt a different viewpoint in this, 
our present world, 

But the inquirer himself can answer 
his question, “Why?” if he will contem- 
plate the fact that the power which con- 
trols the Eastern Hemisphere is in posi- 
tion to dominate the world if it has the 
unholy desire to do so.

portant? Can it supply Russia’s war needs in any 
real measure? 

By gathering together odd bits of information 
released by Moscow and by checking very carefully 
with important American firms which have been 
trading with Russia, Charles E. Egan of the New 
York Times finanvial staff believes he has pieced 
together a fairly accurate picture of the Soviets’ 
industrial reserves. And it is very reassuring. Here, 
in broad outline, is what it comes to: 

Russia has in the Urals just about all the raw 
materials necessary for a protracted war. She has 
a very considerable number of plants, capable of 
speedy expansion. Further, she has additional 
sources of raw materials, but, except for several 
huge locomotive factories and the new shipbuilding 
facilities at Vladivostok, comparatively little in the 
way of industrial plants further east. 

The only important raw material not found in the 
Urals is coal, but the great Kuznetsk beds are about 
1000 miles to the East. There is iron enough in 
-the mountains to last for 75 years, most of it in 
the Magnitanaya or Magnet Mountain. Near it are 
large steel mills, connected by rail with the Kuz- 
netsk chemical combines, There are also important 
non-ferrous metal industries at each end of this 
line. 

At Kazakhstan are large copper deposits and a 
smelting combine with an annual peacetime produc- 
tion of 100,000 tons. Zinc and lead are also/found 
in this area, and so are aluminum clays. 
industry, shoe factories, milk and vegetable{oil proc- 
essing plants, and such ancillary industrfegas those 
turning out paper, matches and pencils“have been 
in operation for a number of years. 

At Tashkent, in Central Asia, have been built some 
of the world’s most modern machine plants, includ- 
ing tractor and harvester factories. 

These are the high spots. There are many lesser 
industrial centers, all of which now justify the mili- 
tary arm of the State Planning.Commission when, 
during the formulation of the first Five-Year Plan, 
it insisted on making the Urals, and the region 
beyond them, industrially autonomous. 

Even before the war, Mr, Egan estimates, this area 
produced from 30 to 60 per cent of Russia’s supplies 
of certain commodities. The time which Stalin 
bought with his German non-aggression treaty sure- 
ly must have been used for expansion. According 
to a dispatch from A. T. Steele, machinery is still 
moving eastward from the war zone. And both 
Vladivostok and the more difficult Indian-Persian 
route are open for assistance from the United States 
and Britain. 

So, if Russian military wits can continue to match 
those of the Nazis, there would seem to be little 
danger of an industrial collapse. And continued 
industrial production, in turn, is one of the best 
safeguards against military defeat. All of which 
must give Hitler and his slow-motion blitzkriegers 
many a headache. 
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LICENSE PLATES AND DEFENSE MATERIAL. 

Thousands of tons of steel are thrown into the 
discard annually when American automobile drivers 
replace their old automobile license plates with new 
tags. This is a waste which should be stopped, now 
that steel is a vital defense metal and every suit- 
able economy is a proper motive of all governmental 
units. Connecticut has already stopped it short 
within its boundaries through permanent license 
plates with openings in which new year figures are 
inserted annually. This idea is worth investigation 
out in this part of the country. 

Meantime, it may be possible to reduce the size 
of plates—Missouri’s are larger than those of IIli- 
nois—and to plan other ways of saving metal. In 
any case, it should be possible to collect easily a 
large amount of uniform scrap over the country by 
requiring the exchange of old plates for new ones 
next year. 
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A TRIUMPH IN THE WAR ON CHIGGERS. 

This war emergency has galvanized the inventors 
into action, They have burst in a torrent from 
their laboratories with super-efficient planes, bigger 
and better tanks, tougher and lighter alloys, aston- 
ishing new plastics, deadlier bombs and devices to 
foil the bombs. All these scientists deserve the 
laurels being heaped upon them, but a super-laurel 
should be reserved for the discoverer of the anti- 
chigger solution whose high ratio of siccess is being 
heralded by the army. 

The magical preparation has enabled American 
soldiers boldly to invade chigger country and to 
carry on with more than 90 per cent fewer bites 
than if unprotected, the army announces. The salve 
is so deadly to this malignant mite that it even 
finishes him off after he has dug into the epidermis, 
says the army test report. It’s a triumph for local 
pride, since the wonder.working ointment is manu- 
factured right here in St. Louis, and it’s a boon to 
long-suffering humanity. 

It’s also a great boost for natiogal defense, and 
the formula should be guarded with just as much 
care as the plans for the newest bomb-sight, With 
this weapon in our possession, the country is safe. 
The chigger, now a pest, can become a formidable 
defender by being cultivated in weed patches at 
strategic points around our coasts. Our chigger- 
proof soldiers would have short work finishing off 
any enemy who tried to get through such a perilous 
barrier as that.

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TRIBUTE TO THE SOYBEAN. 

There’s something différent in the way of celebra- 
tions on today at the University of Illinois.. Agricul- 
tural scientists have forsaken their laboratories to 
phrase tributes and tonight there will be a dinner 
followed by a salvo of high-powered salutes. But the 
guest of honor will not be present to take a bow. The 
guest of honor will be no closer than the nearest field 
on the university farm, and any bowing it will do will 
be in motion to the September breeze. For the 
object of the celebration is none other than the lowly 
soybean, 

Lowly? Well, not so lowly at that.. The soybean 
is really going places in Illinois now. It didn’t cut 
much of a swath in the Prairie State or anywhere 
else in this country during most of its first century, 
after its emigration from China.

When their last 
soybean is harvested, Illinois’ once skeptica] farmers 
will be some $90,000,000 richer.

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CHAUFFEURS OR INTERNS? 

It is claimed that interns are not needed on ambu- 
lances, that chauffeurs with Red Cross first-aid train- 
ing are all that is necessary. 

What would a driver do if confronted by a case of 
embolism,.of pulmonary thrombosis? Take the 
patient to the hospital? That, in all probability, 
would be fatal. What would he do in case of a pre- 
mature childbirth? 

What about poisoning,-cases where a delay of even 
five minutes may mean the difference between life 
and death? What of the compound fractures, where 
movement by unskilled hands before treatment may 
result in a lifetime deformity? What about con- 
trolling blood flow when mere pressure is not enough 
to prevent gangrene? What about the administra- 
tion of narcotics in severe shock cases? 

Instances requiring professional competence do 
occur. There was the University City boy who got a 
pencil cap into his windpipe. A doctor performed an 
operation in the snow of the Fiynn Park school- 
yard. Could an ambulance driver have saved that 
life? 

Often a patient “feels all right now” by the time 
an ambulance arrives. What if the passing “touch of 
indigestion” really was a heart clot? What if the 
passing pain was caused by a ruptured appendix? 

It is claimed riding ambulance makes no contribu- 
tion to a young doctor’s education, There is pro- 
fessional testimony to the.contrary, 

One esteemed teacher of medicine says: “Bellevue 
‘bus’-riding was one of the richest experiences of my 
whole career.” No wonder that in New York ambu- 
lance riding is not considered a chore, but a reward 
for interns who have done especially good work. 

If this plan is inaugurated in St. Louis, it. will 
mean many a wild-goose chase. One life saved will 
be worth a good many “false alarms.”

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THOSE SLOW-MOVING TRUCKS. 

Nothing can legally be done, the Attorney General’s 
office has ruled, about slow-moving trucks which 
block Missouri highways, causing long lines ef cars 
to string out behind them and often goading the im- 
patient motorist into passing on the wrong side of 
the road and taking other chances that can end 
tragically. 

Of course, it would be an injustice to deny trucks 
the use of our highways. There do seem to be other 
solutions, however, to the admittedly vexing traffic 
problem, For instance, it should not be expensive 
to build, at regular intervals along the highway, by- 
passes for trucks. which would require them to de- 
tour from the regular pavement for a quarter of a 
mile or so, permitting cars behind them to proceed 
ahead along the highway proper, 

These slow-moving carriers, it seems, also could be 
required to travel at least several hundred feet 
apart, leaving space in between for motorists who are 
attempting to pass. This would eliminate the barrier, 
especially difficult to negotiate, of several trucks 
moving along together, bumper to tail-light.

trality Act may be necessary, as leading 

spokesmen for the administration are 
urging, if the present foreign policy is to 
be consistently implemented. 

The Neutrality Act is not wholly a dead 
letter, for it has provisions that are still en- 
forced and some of these handicap the un- 
neutral policy which the Government 
follows. 

The United States must have some clearly 
defined foreign policy. Whatever it may be 
—assuming that it commands the support 
of the majority of the people—it ‘should not 
suffer in execution from statutory inade- 
quacies and defects. 

In view of the advance, since the enact- 
ment of the lease-lend law, of the President 
into the hinterland of non-belligerency, or 
undeclared war, it may be conceded that the 
revision of the Neutrality Act has become 
a pressing question. The executive and the 
law should be kept within hailing distance. 

Revision seems preferable to repeal. Re- 
peal outright would not necessarily leave 
the Government with no residuum of law 
affecting its status, for there are older acts 
dating back to the time of President Wash- 
ington that might be revived in whole or in 
par}, in case the present act, passed in 1935 
and revised in 1939, were struck down. 

There would also be left the body of inter- 
national law, in so far as it has survived the 
shocks of recent experience, Still, revision 
rather than repeal seems preferable, if any 
new legislation is now called for. 
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The complete blackout of the present neu- 
trality law by legislative action would im- 
press many as equivalent to a formal decla- 
war by Congress. We find Senator 
Norris making this point, while Congress- 
man Hamilton Fish takes advantage of the 
opening made by the proposal to challenge 
the administration party, or the interven- 
tionists, to vote on a resolution declaring 
that a state of war exists, That there is 
logic in the challenge cannot be convinc- 
ingly disputed. 

The blackout of neutrality by Congress 
would be a negative action, yet in its clear 
implications it would give the country a 
status compelling the waging of full-action 
war. And we are near enough to that 
status already, for all practical purposes. 

American aid to the foes pf the Axis at 
this time equals, if it does not surpass, the 
total war effort of the United States in the 
first year of its legal belligerency, in 1917- 
18, in aid to the foes of the Kaiser. 

The crisis forced on America by the Euro- 
pean war has reached a stage in its tragic 
development when the main consideration in 
one’s thinking must be, not pride of opinion, 
not rigid consistency, not slavish subser- 
vience to inherited or acquired racial and 
nationalistic antipathies, 
evén, but the safeguarding of the legitimate 
interests of the United States. 

Many, like The Republican, have not 
thought on parallel lines with the President, 
in the shaping of foreign policy, since his 
“quarantine” speech in 1937, But they will 
not carry criticism or obstruction to a policy 
they cannot now change so far as to weaken. 
the country to the advantage of its foreign 
enemies either now or hereafter. 

Bringing this point of view to bear on the 
question of a declaration of war by Con- 
gress, tircumstances seem persuasive in

a formal declaration should be deferred so 
long as possible, if it be to the advantage of 
the United States. 

Strategical and diplomatic considerations, 
sometimes necessarily obscure in the popu- 
lar understanding, may easily outweigh, in 
these times, the argument for strict adher- 
ence to thé Constitution. 

This certainly suits the spokesmen for the 
America First Committee, who insist that, 
so long as Congress has not: formally de- 
clared war, they may attack the foreign 
policy of the Government without legal 
hindrance or any compulsions rooted in 
loyalty; and their contention may be freely 
conceded. 

At the same time, it cannot be ignored 
that formal declarations of war have be- 
come obsolete, for the most part, in the 
practice of nations— witness the German 
attack on Russia without warning in spite 
of the most solemn obligations of a non- 
aggression pact—and that our Government 
now confronts actual or potential enemies, 
both in Europe and Asia, who would attack 
the United States in exactly the same un- 
heralded way in case they should determine 
upon open hoatilities with this country. 

. . 


Inasmuch as these are the rules now fol- 
lowed by them, it may be practical wisdom 
to concede to our own Government more 
latitude in “playing the game” with the Axis 
dictators than $0 international practice 
would have approved, 

American precedents, finally, are to this 
effect—Congress in all cases has passed a 
resolution recognizing that a state of war 
exists, after so-called acts of war upon the 
United States have occurred. 

By this device, Congress, when declaring 
war, has placed the onus of aggression on 
the enemy. It was so in 1917; it was so in 
1898; it was so in 1848; it was so in 1812. 

If the United States is to g6 into full- 
action war with the Axis, the administration 
doubtless desires that circumstances may 
provide as good a case, both morally and 
legalistically speaking, as in our past wars 
for our acceptance of unlimited belligerency. 


MISSOURI LAGS FAR BEHIND.

oe states, Colorado and Michigan, this 
year have reduced the number of their 
tax-collecting agencies from four to three. 
Nine states still scatter their tax-collecting 
function among: four offices; and two— 
Wyoming and Missouri—have five and six

their taxing agencies completely into one 


office. These, according to the Public Ad- 


ministration Clearing House, are Georgia, 
Kentucky, New York, Oklahoma, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island and Utah. 

This unification is really a service to the 
taxpayer. He may not like taxes, but he 
can plan his budget better if he knows the 
worst at once than if his tax bills are 
coming in from several directions and at 
various times through the year. 

The collector for Arlington County, Vir- 
ginia, opposite Washington, sends out at 
the beginning of the year a consolidated 
form on which the citizen can make his 
returns for all State and local taxes for the 
year—rea]l estate, personal property, income, 
poll tax, and so forth.

It is a reflection on modern 
methods, he continued, that at the 
time when “practical education” 
was at its climax thousands of 
young men and‘ women were 


| graduated and could not obtain 


jobs. 

“It is paradoxical,” Hutchins 
continued, “that now when we 
need trained technicians and 
skilled mechanics for national de- 
fense we cannot find them, though 
millions were, we thought, trained 
for just such work in the last 10 
years,” 

He said this was because 
students had been roaming the 
fields of education like “rudder- 
less rabbits,” nipping and some- 
times chewing a bit of knowledge 
but seldom digesting it and still 
less making use of it. - 

Institutions of higher learning, 
he said, substituted “practical” 
courses which “do not supplement 
but supplant that instruction 
which .might prepare the young 
to rule and be ruled like free men 
for the good life of the whole.” 

As an example he reported 166 
colleges and unhiyersities in the 
United States and Canada offered 
courses in radio announcing. 

Much could be. accomplished to- 
ward correcting the condition with- 
in the existing educational setup, 
Hutchins said. “We cannot blame 
the existing organization for our 
national] illiteracy” which, he said, 
was illustrated by the fact “that 
60 per cent of the high school 
graduates taking the simplest ex- 
aminations in mathematics, history 
and English for the Air Corps 
have failed.” 

The educators of today should 
remember that barely 1500 years 
ago their ancestors were roaming 
Northern Europe, interested only 
in women, drinking and gambling. 
Considering the advances during 
the last 10 centuries “we may re- 
flect with awe and expectation on 
the potentialities of our race.” 

“When we remember, too, that 
it is only a little more than 50 
years ago that the average man 
began te have the chance to get 
an education, we must recognize 
that it is tou early to despair of 
him,” he said, “think we = shall 
find that he will respond to the 
demands of education for freedom 
if we will give him the oppor- 
tunity.”

Winant asserted at the conference's 
opening session. 

Representatives of 22 countries 
are attending the three-day con- 
ference held under the auspices 
of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, 
Winant, who presided at the aft- 


-ernoon session declared that “Naz- 


ism has stolen and run amuck 
with the great inventions of free 
and inquiring minds and is using 
them, not to liberate but to en- 
slave the human spirit.” 

Winant said the Germans had 
“with relentless efficiency and 
cruelty degraded the dignity of 
the individual and attempted to 
abolish the rights of man.” 

He added that science was obli- 
gated to “satisfy the primary needs 
of man so that the essentials of 
life are recognized equally as part 
of the rights of man. ... We must 
abolish both hunger and the sword 
as a means of forcing labor.” 

Sir John Orr, a British dietetic 
expert, proposed the formation of 
an international commission “to 
prepare plans for a worldwide 
food policy which will bring an 
adequate health diet within reach 
of everybody.” He suggested it 
be made up of representatives of 
the United States and allied gov- 
ernments. 

Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ill, in a message to the confer- 
ence, said all the resources of 
science would be required “to re- 
pair the trail of material and moral 
havoc which the Germans leave 
behind.” He added: 

“The freedom that our scien- 
tists enjoy is a valuable weapon 
to us, for superiority’ in scientific 
development ig a vital factor in 
preparation of victory.”

The Germans have now in the 
Black Sea only the few ships of 
the Rumanian Navy; the only 
source from which these cafi be 
reinforced is the Italian fleet, and 
Turkey holds the straits by which 
the Italian fleet can enter the 
Black Sea. A few Italian cruis- 
ers, destroyers and submarines, 
perhaps partly manned by German 
crews, might make all the differ- 
ence. But so far as may be 
judged from the utterances of the 
Turkish press and radio, Turkey's 
answer to any demand for the 
passage of [Italian warships, 
whether under the Italian flag or 
by the subterfuge of a “sale” to 
Bulgaria, would be a decided “no.” 


This attitude may not be perma- 
nent; it may be affected by Ger- 
man pressure. There can be no 
doubt that the Turks are impressed 
by the recent German successes in 
the Ukraine. Should these con- 
tinue, the result might be a Tur- 
kish capitulation to German de- 
mands for passage of warships 
through the Straits. 


But British and Russian pres- 
sure is likewise making itself felt 
in Ankara. The British-Russian 
occupation of Iran, followed by 
hints at joint defense plans for 
the Caucasus, will be noted by a 
Turkey which would need support 
if attacked by Germany. The Brit- 
ish are now well established in 
Syria, and the Iraqui revolt is a 
thing of the past. Turkey is caught 
between two fires; may decide 
either way. 


The Turkish army is much 
stronger than the Bulgarian, ‘but 
it likewise is short of modern 
equipment, though there is a rea- 
sonably good air force with per- 
haps 300 modern planes, Turkey 
can mobilize 22 division and five 
cavalry divisions, plus a certain 
number of reserve units; these are 
grouped in nine army corps. The 
total first-line strength would be 
about. 460,000 men, and reserve 
troops immediately available, plus, 
the well-organized and armed 
gendarmerie,” would add another 
200,000, making all told a force of 
660,000 men with ample reserves to 
keep it in the field. 

The full length of the Turkish 
European frontier is about 240 
miles, but a much shorter line 
can be obtained with both flanks

would have little hope of forcing 
their way into European Turkey 
except with strong German aid, 
especially armored troops and air 
power, 

One facet of the German plan 
may well be to keep the British 
from launching an offensive in 
North Africa. As long as the pos- 
sibility of having to help Turkey, 
or defend the Caucasus, is immi- 
nent, it acts as a brake on British 
offensive plans directed against 
the Axis forces in Libya. This may 
be an important consideratien, as 
the weather grows cooler in the 
western desert; a great British 
success in Libya would be a disas- 
ter of the first magnitude to the 
Axis, and would free large British 
forces for use elsewhere. 

Indeed, the very presence of the 
Axis army in Libya, while it con- 
tinues, must always ‘be a source 
of anxiety to the British high com- 
mand, who are now apparently 
thinking in terms of a great Brit- 
ish-Russian front extending from 
Caspian Sea to the edge of the 
Libyan desert. A strictly heutral 
Turkey is probably the best bas- 
tion of such a front; but that state 
of affairs may not long endure, 
and a decision either way at An- 
kara is bound to have far-reaching 
effects,

“THE NEUTRALITY LAW 


Q Ambassador delivered a note 
to the Secretary of State an- 
nouncing that beginning the next 
day “in a zone around Great Brit; 
ain, France, Italy and the East- 
ern Mediterranean .... all ships 


met within the zone will be sunk.” |. 


This announcement, which caused 
President Wilson to break off dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany is 
the substance of our present neu- 
trality act. The simple truth about 
the neutrality act is that M has 
made the illegal policy of Ger- 
many in the other war the statu- 
tory law of the United States in 
this war. The zone which in 1917 
Germany closed to our ships is 


under the neutrality act now closed | 


to our ships by domestic legisla- 
tion; the suspension of interna- 
tional law on the high seas is un- 
der the neutrality act accepted as 
a fact. Thus the United States, 
which had asserted its rights on 
the sea, legislated away the rights 
for’ which it had victoriously con- 
tended, and placed upon its own 
statute books the prohibitions of 
Admiral Tirpitz. 

That this was an extraordinary 
thing for a great nation to do is 
admitted in the preamble of the 
law itself, which states that “by so 
doing the United States waives 
none of its own rights and priv- 
ileges to which it and its nation- 
als are entitled under the law of 
nations .;.. and expressly reserves 
the right to repeal, change or mod- 
ify this joint resolution or any 
other domestic legislation in the 
interests of the peace, security or 
welfare of the United States and 
its peoples.” 

* * . 

HE first great war which 

broke out after the enactment 
of the neutrality act was the very 
great war between Japan and 
China. This was in the summer 
of 19387. The law has never been 
applied to this War, and the iso- 
lationists who sponsored the law 
have never seriously asked that 
the law be applied. So American 
ships continue to carry goods, in- 
cluding weapons of war, both to 
Japan and to China. There are no 
barred zones in the Pacific into 
which American ships may not en- 
ter. Though for four years there 
has raged a bloody war in Asia, 
the neutrality act is not in force. 

Why? Because Japan, as a mat- 
ter of self-interest, chose not to 
call the war a “war” but only an 
“incident,” finding it convenient 
to receive American war supplies; 
because China, as a matter of self- 
interest, chose not to declare war 
against the invader, finding it con- 
venient to receive American war 
supplies; because the United States 
chose not to recognize that the war 
was a war, finding it expedient, 
and also profitable, to continue to 
trade. Thug in the Pacific, during 
the greatest war ever waged in 
the Orient, the neutrality act is 
non-operative and traditional 
American rights are still in effect. 

We are then in the remarkable 
position of nullifying our own re- 
cently enacted law because it suits 
us to do so and it suits the bellig- 
erents to let us do so. But any mo- 
ment either Japan or China could, 
by issuing a declaration of war, 
compel us to enforce an American 
statute which as a matter of pol- 
icy and self-interest we prefer to 
nullify. 

Thus we have placed in the 
hands of foreign governments the 
power to determine whether we 
may continue to violate our own 
domestic laws in order to enjoy 
our rights under international law, 
or whether we must enforce our 
domestic law and then surrender 
our international rights. 

* * 

WO years later war broke out 

in Europe, and the law which 
had been nullified in the Pacific 
was immediately put into effect in 
the -Atlantic. Not only did we for- 
bid our ships to go to the belliger- 
ents-~-to Germany, France and 
Britain—but we forbade to 
go to Holland, Belgiurff, Swe 
Denmark and Finland—all of the 
then neutrals. We also forb 
our ships to go to Eire. On. 
other hand, we allowed them 
to Italy, which was then still 
belligerent. The reason for this 
discrimination Was that American 
ships passing to the northern neu- 
trals were within range of the 
German submarines, which sink at 
sight, whereas ships passing to 
the southern neutrals were within 
range only of the British and 
French navies, which did not sink 
at sight; but observed the rules of 
international law. 

Thus we placed ourselves in the 
remarkable position of withdraw- 
ing from waters where war was

France broke her. alliance with 
Britain in the face of Hitler’s ad- 
vanciny armies, and abandoned the 
war with all her colonies and her 
colonial army and fleet still intact; 
Russia kept aloof from the war, 
only to be attacked after Hitler’s 
armies were safe from attack by 
France. 

Hitler hag never had a two-front 
war, and to call the R. A. F. at- 
tacks on the German industrial cen- 
ters @ war in the West is blind, 
silly optimism. Had _ Britain, 
France, Russia and the United 
States all entered the war together 
at the time of the German attack 
on Poland, and entered it actively, 
Hitler would really have had a 
three-front war; and had it been 
absolutely certain that they would 
do so, there would have been no 
war at all.

ITLER, following a policy 
which has been successful else- 
where, wants nothing whatsoever 
from the United States at this mo- 
ment, except neutrality. The entire 
Nazi propaganda in the United 
States at present is pacifist. The 
Nazis are not trying to make us 
pro-Nazi. They are trying to make 
us pacifist, “one hundred per cent 
American,” and anti-British. Mak- 
ing us pro-Nazi will come later, and 
will be easy, when there is nothing 
else left for us to be,

ro inadequacy of all the de- 
mocracies in the moral] field was 
glaring until the rising of the péo- 
ple of Britain in the summer of 
1940. It is glaring in America to- 
day. 

When Britain decided to con- 
tinue the war, after the retreat 
from Dunkirk, she took one of the 
most heroic steps in human history. 
For Britain had not saved her 
“army” at Dunkirk. She had saved 
her men. 

An army is men and equipment 
and Britain’s entire equipment was 
left behind in France. She had a 
navy and a wholly inadequate air 
force.

DELICATE yellow, feathery 
A light cake with an unusual 
rich chocolate cream cheese 
frosting will top off the day’s 
meals in grand style. The batter 
for the cake can be mixed up in 
the morning, put in the pans and 
baked later in the day if desired. 
Just be sure the cake is cool be- 
fore you attempt to frost it. If 
the day is a hot one, or the kitchen 
particularly warm, you will need 
less milk to give a smooth spread- 
ing consistency to the frosting. 
You have probably also noticed 
that less liquid is required when 
an electric beater is used than 
when the frosting is beaten by 
hand. We have supposed that you 
will have cake left to serve for 
Sunday night supper. We hope 
that a cake-appreciative family 
doesn’t spoil our plans. 
Yellow Cake With Chocolate Cream 
Cheese Frosting. 

One and two-thirds cups cake 
flour; two teaspoons baking pow- 
der; one-fourth teaspoon salt; one- 
third cup shortening; one cup 
sugar; two eggs, separated; two- 
thirds cup milk; three-fourths tea- 
spoon vanilla, 


Sift flour, measure and _resift 
three times with baking powder 
and salt. Cream shortening until 
smooth and soft, blend in three- 
quarters cup of the sugar, add 
beaten egg yolks and beat until 
smooth and fluffy. Add flour mix- 
ture and milk in alternate portions, 
beginning and ending with flour 
and beating until smooth after 


each addition. Stir in vanilla. Beat 
egg whites until just stiff; add re- 
maining sugar gradually, and con- 
tinue beating until very stiff.

One square bitter chocolate, one 
package cream cheese (three 
ounce), two cups sifted sugar, firm- 
ly packed, pinch salt, two-four ta- 
blespoons top milk, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Melt chocolate over hot (not 
boiling) water; cool, Soften cheese 
and blend in chocolate and grad- 
ually add sugar beating well after 
each addition. Add ‘salt, vanilla and 
enough top milk to give a smooth 
spreading consistency. Spread on 
cooled cake. Makes enough to 
frost a two-layer cake.

South Gets 


Rare: Chance 


~ To 'Cue’ Bid 
By Ely Culbertson 


Ordinarily, South’s two spade 
bid directly over East’s one-spade 
opening would mean first round 
spade control and a very big gen- 
eral hand. In cases of such ¢x- 
treme strength as South held in 
three suits, however, it is not only 
permissible but advisable to “fib” 
a little about the spade situation, 
in other words, to inform partner 
that you have first round spade 
control and a big hand, whereas 
actually you have only second 
round control. This fib was com- 
pensated for by the fact that South 
could see that if North held one 
of two cards, the heart king or the 
diamond queen, a smal] slam was 
probable, assuming, of course, that 


- North did not hold some fantastic 


distribution, such as a long spade 
suit and no four-card length to fit 
hearts, diamonds, or clubs. North 
had no choice but to bid his miser- 
able heart suit. The responsibility 
was not on his shoulders. South’s 
jump from two to six hearts may 
appear unwarrantedly optimistic, 
Actually, it was just a reasonably 
aggressive bid. Simple logic toid 
South that the heart king, if out- 
standing, must be in East’s hand 
to justify his opening bid. Thus, 
if North held as good as the 10 of 
hearts (certainly a reasonable hy- 
pothesis), the king could be cap- 
tured on a finesse, assuming only 
that North could get into his own 
hand to take the finesse. This 
could be done if North had the 
diamond queen or the club jack, 
or perhaps if he held a doubleton 
diamond or club, 

East opened the spade king and 
continued with the ace. Declarer 
carefully protected his finessing po- 
sition in hearts by ruffing with 
South’s jack, North then entered 
his hand with the diamond queen, 
led the heart 10, and East was 
helpless. As it happened, he did 
not cover, but the heart continua- 
tion from North picked up the 
king. | 

It will be noted that if declarer 
had carelessly ruffed the second 
spade with the nine of. hearts in- 
stead of the jack, the slam cone 
tract would have been doomed to ~ 
failure. North could enter his own 
hand only once and, with dummy 
reduced to the A-Q-J of hearts, 
East's king could not have been 
picked up.
